THE ROCKY MOUNTAIN PARKS. 


In some places the parallel ranges thin 
out, leaving a large tract of level country 
quite embosomed between snow-ridges, 
and, soto speak, a/coved into the ver 
heart ofthesystem. These are the Parks; ' 
and they form one of the most-interesting 
as weil as characteristic features of the 
ltiocky Mountain scenery. Formations of 
this kind abound everywhere in these 
mountains; but the four principal ones 
form 4 series, running froma point con- 
siderably northwest of Denver quite into 
New Mexico. They are called. in their 
order, North, Middle, South, andSan Luis 
Parks. They more nearly resemble the 
green dells ews Atlantic range than any 
other parts of this; but their imitation is 
an expansiomon the scale of miles to the 
inch. You might set down one of our 
smaller Statesin Middle lark without 
crowding it. 

The l’arks are watered directly trom the 
snowpeaks, being indeed only the inner 
court ofthese peaks, and catching the 
droppings from their eaves. The portions 
ofthe Parks most thoroughly irrigated 
remain beautifully green throughout the 
year; and over the whole region herbage is 
abundant. The sheltered situations of 
the Parks insure them an equable climate; 
and old hunters who have cam out in 
them for months together talk of life there 
as an earthly paradise. It will prove 
e jually so to the farmer and grazier when 
Colorado finds time to develop her agri- 
culture. For the present they arediflicult 


as the richest bunting-grounds ia the Far 
West. Elk, deer and antelopé abound 
there; wild animals of the catkind, headed 
by the Rocky Mountain lion, are common 
in the wooded ridges thatskirt them; they 
are not stinted in respect to bears, wolves 
or foxes. 

Perhaps, too, the Parks may be said to 
bound the emtreme western range of 
the buffalo. | saw a buffalo skull, to be 
sure, on a dry, gravelly plain near the 
(rreen river; and tradition still speaks 
of their baving formerly extended ail the 
wayinto Utah. But the climate is sach 


me may have been a handred years old, 
being white as snow and hardly more than 
a —— cast of headand hornsin the 
salts of lime.

ther than the Parks. Itis not at all ao 
every-day matter, at this fime, toshoot a 
‘mountain buffalo; so little indeed, that 
I could not get absolute certainty as to 
whether he is identical with the ordinary 
buffalo of the Plains or a distinct var ety.

THE LAND OF DREAMS, 


Dreams and Their Interpretation. 
[Frem Good Words.) 

Though the Talmud uo pradaaty relax- 
ing its hold upon the m Irsaelitish 
mind as an infallible expositor of the 
Divine Law and though e large and in- 
fiuential body of Jews go so far as utterly 
to reject its authoritative teaching, rever- 
ence enough for its traditions still sur- 
vives to make its pogesa mine of Old 
World wisdom, whence the student, who 
has patience to clear away the overlying 
rubbish of centuries, may bring to light 
rare but fantastic treasures of Rabbinical 
thought and learning. Dreams and their 
interpretation could hardly failto finda 
place in a book which, while it claims to 
date from Sinai, received in reality its 
earliest shape among the mystic sages of 
Babylon. Apart from all considerations 
of the philosophy of dreams, the Talmudi- 
cal system has two pent im its favor 
which must largely help to commend it to 
it is 
the earliest mode of dealing with a very 
intricate and perplexing subject that has 
come down to us; and the second, that it 
bases its interpretation of ‘night visions’ 
entirely—or almost entirely—on scriptural 
authority. The use that it makes of the 
sacred writings may jar upon reverent 
minds as an uncouth piece of superstition, 
in keeping with many a dark e of 
Israel's history. Still, the fact that divine 
ageney is so thoroughly realized in the 
thoughts which come into man's miad 
@pon his bed (Dan. ii, 29) will go a long 
way toward redeeming the code of inter- 


: pretation from the censures of leag worthy 


tems. 

Three things, accerding to the Talmud, 
require mercy from God—meaning that he 
may cause them to remain firm: (1) A 
good King.(2) A good year. (3) A good 
dream. This last is founded on Isa. 
xxxvil', 16. “So wilt thou recover me, 
and make me live,’ which in the Hebrew 
runs “Thou hast made me dream, thou 
hast made me live; as if Hezekiah s res- 
toration to health were in some unrecord- 
ed way connected withadream. Consis- 
tently with this explanation, the same 
authority setsdown sleep and dreams 
among six things which conduce to the 
reepvery of the sick.
